Tthe people of the State of Wisconsin represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :
Secrion 1. Walter D. McIndoe, Ienry Cate, Joseph
Desert, George J. Goodhue, William A. Schofield, James (i«

Etherige, Charles Shuter, and George W. Cate, their as-
sociates, successors, and aseigns, are hereby created a body
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corporate by the name of the * Little Bull Fall> Iuprove-
ment and Steam Navigation Company,” and by that name
shall be and are hereby made capable in law to purchase,
hold, and enjoy, and retain to them and their successors,
lands, tenements, and hereditaments. and the same to sell,
Eraut, rent, or in any manner dispose of, to contract and

e contracted with, to sue and be sned, implead and be
impleaded, answer and be anewered unto, defend and be
defended, and also to make, have, and use, a common seal,
the same to alter, break, or renew at their pleasure; hutif
either or any of the persons named in this section shall re-
fuge to accept of the privileges and discharge and perform

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall not ex-
ceed one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, to be sub-
scribed in shares of fifty dollars each. and as soon as forty
shares of said stock shall be subseribed, the individuals
above named may, by public _notice to be posted up at
Plover and Stevens Point in Portage county, and at Little
Bull Falls and Wausau in Marathon county, for a period
of not less than thirty days, call a meeting of the stock-
holders of said company for an election of three directors.

Act amended

The people of the State of Wisconsin veprescit.d in Sen-
ate and Assc mbly, do enacl as follows :

Secrion 1. The tenth subdivision of section thirteen
of said act shall be [so] amended as to read as fullows:
“The trustees shall have power upon application in wri-
ting of the owners or occupants of two-thirds of the lots
bordering and abutting on any street or part of a street
within said village, tu canse to be graded, graveled, or
paved, or otherwise to improve the streets or side walks
thereof, and to levy and collect a special tax on the lots
and land bordering and abutting on such street or side walk
in equal proportion to the fronts of such lots respectively
for the purpose of defraying the costs of the same in addi-
tion to the ordinary tax authorized to be levied and col-
lected ; such special tax to be levied and collected in the
same manner as annual taxes are collected, and it shall be
the duty of the trustces to provide by ordinance for the
assessing, correcting, and equalization of such special tax,
and the property so assessed shall be liable for the pay-
